Response to Amendment

Claim 1 is rejected under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness-type 
double patenting as being unpatentable over claims 1-3 of U.S. Patent No. 6336872. 
Although the conflicting claims are not identical, they are not patentably distinct from 
each other because U.S. Patent No. 6336872 uses the term center and intermediate 
layer instead of inner core and outer core. U. S. Patent No. 6336872 claims a center 
and intermediate layer in which have the same dimensions and properties of that 
claimed in the present application; therefore, the claimed golf ball anticipates the 
features claimed in the present invention.
